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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . Claims 1 , 24-42, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragrapli, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 , recites "p is an integer of 0 or more". This is indefinite because if p =4,5, 
etc., Ya-p becomes Y.i, Y.2 etc., resulting in the Si atom possessing more than 4 bonds. 
The recitation of "p is 0 or more", should be corrected to recite "p is an integer that 
ranges from 0 to 3". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claims 1, 27-42, recite a method of forming a film pattern, and the 
claims only recite forming an organosilicon compound film and irradiating the film with 
light. It is not clear to one of ordinary skill in the art how a molecular film pattem can be 
formed by merely irradiating the film with light; irradiating the film would only cure the 
entire film. Additionally, claims 40, 41 , and 42 recite forming a semiconductor device, 
an electro-optical device, and an electronic device respectively. It is not clear to one 
skilled in the art, how a semiconductor device, an electro-optical device, and an 
electronic device can be formed by merely depositing an organo silicon compound to a 
surface and irradiating the deposited film; the claimed method will only result in an 
organosilicon film that Is completely cured, and one skilled in the art will not envision the 
claimed devices. Appropriate correction is required. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claim 1 , 27-42, would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 , 24-42, have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. The 102 rejection made in the 
previous office action has been withdrawn. A new 112 rejection has been made over 
the claimed subject matter. See paragraph no. 1 . 

Conclusion 

4. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
